Oil, like other mining products of the 
earth, is never found in inexhaustive supply. The pressure of gas 
that causes the outflow of oil is gradually diminished until the oil 
ceases to flow then resort is had to pumping until output no longer 
justifies outlay.

With a tempera- 
ture that hovers about 60 degrees F. in 
the shade, the Quitonian passes his life 
in early April or late October.

miles away.

'a point in the solid north paek tho! 


| the westward. This point is naturally 
| variable, according to the heat of the 
summer and the severity of the previ- 
ous winter, but it does not move more 
than a few degrees. For fifty or sev- 
| enty-fiVe years this point of ice has 
| been spoken of by the arctic whale- 
men as ‘“Postoffice point.” 

This does not mean that there is a 
postoffice there, but the significance 
of the name is because the whaling 
fleets usually are divided, some ships 
going considerably east of Postoftice 
point and others west of it. Ships 
that have been east of it crulse along

The nearest relative or heir then 
takes a lighted taper and sets fire to 
the four corners of the pile and leaves 
at. onee to perform the ceremony of 
purification. The carriers, being of the 
lowest caste, remain until the body is 
entirely consumed.—Westminster Ga- 
zette. 


A Paradoxical River. 

On the African shore, near the gulf 
of Aden and connecting the lake of 
Assal with the main ocean, may be 
found one of the most wonderful riv- 
ers in the world.

Waterspouts. 

The waterspout at sea and the tor- 
nado on land are manifestations of 
great instability of the atmosphere in 
‘a vertical direction, caused either by 
an abnormally warm surface layer of 
air or an abnormally cold layer at the 
/cloud level, says Nature. The former 
cause is common in summer; the lat- 
ter occurs both in summer and winter 
and is usually associated with a “line 
squall” or V shaped barometric de- 
| pression. The waterspout shows the 
‘track along which surface air passes 
spirally upward to restore equilibrium. 
The commotion of the sea is due to 
ithe exceedingly violent character of 
| the phenomenon. The funnel itself is 
| probably composed partly of moisture 
condensed out of air by the sudden 
| diminution of pressure which occurs 
and partly of sea water in the form of 
spray. Sometimes the middle portion 
of the visible funnel is absent, but 
| there must in that case be a corre- 
sponding complete funnel of rotating 
/air from the surface of the cloud.
